To’ the Mayor and Aldermen,

year, because I feel that it is a mat- 
ter of great importance, and- one 
upon’ which'the most careful “consid- 
cration is imperative if we are to 
expect. permanently satisfactory re- 

sults, : o: 

Many. theories respecting taxation 
have been advanced in recent years 
but with little knowledge of 
{fundamental principles underlying the 
question ‘until now we find durselves 
in a condition of chaos, every ac- 
cepted principle violated and no _new 
principle worthy of the name substi- 
tuted. The old methods were, no 
doubt, faulty both in theory “and 


‘| practice, but they at least had a 


definite basis and possessed a reas- 
onable degree of stability. That 
basis was conceived to be the ability 
to pay and this ability to pay was 
estimated from material possessions. 
Therefore, I say it possessed at least 
the virtue of a definite basis. 

New conceptions enter into the 
field and entirely other considera- 
tions as to the proper basis of tax- 
‘ation. The breadth, the clearness, 
the simplicity and justice of the con- 
ception of Henry George captured 
the imagination of large numbers of 
earnest thinking people, and yuickly 
into the procession which they led 
fell the crowd, ever ready to take up 
a new shibboleth and have a change 
without really taking the trouble to 
think deeply for themselves. It at- 
tracted the landless because it seem- 
ed to them to promise relief from 
imposts by shifting them upon the 
shoulders of land owners. Land 
owners themselves favored it in many 
cases for reasons which I need not 
enter into at this time. 

- My contention is that a fetish is 
being made of this Land ‘Tax senti- 
ment under the very mistaken idea 


that it is in some way related to |, 


the Her + George Single Tax Sys- 
tem, to ..hich it bears only an ille- 
vitimate relation. Indeed, I have 
no hesitation in ealling the Land 
Tax, the system under which we are 
working, the ‘‘Bastard Single Tax,” 
which like all its unfortunate breed 
fathered in selfishness and 
mothered in ignorance. 

I am an ardent believer in the 
Single Tax philosophy, and I know

Not only will 
used land gradually come to bear 
all the burden of current expenditur- 
es, but from it must be liquidated 
the debt incurred on account of local 
improvements adjacent to the unused 
land, besides the’ accumulation of 
debt contracted through default of 
tax payments from year to year. 
I do not know how such a_ prospect 
appeals to you, but I confess I can- 
not contemplate it with equanimity. 

If some Single Taxer should reply 
that, this seems to be _ bringing 
things his way, let me say that such 
is not the case, for, as it appears to 
me, we shall still be ‘“‘compassed 
about with a great cloud” of tax- 
gatherers and our public doniain 
will still be frittered away by im 
provident administrators following 
party or personal expediency more 
earnestly than principle. 

From the viewpoint of the munici- 
pality the case for the Land Tax is 
not brighter. As long as prices of 
land keep on advancing all is well, 
but let them become stationary or 
tetrogressive then unused land tends 
more and more to default-in pay- 
ment of taxes leaving a greater and 
greater accumulation of arrears.

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GRAIN ON THE HOOF 
PAYS THE COUNTRY 


A Striking Statement of the Toronto 
Globe Regarding Canada’s 
Foreign Trade 
The Toronto Globe says that one 
of the most suggestive features of 
Canada’s foreign trade returns for 
the past year is to be found in the 
large exports of grain. The Globe 

continues: 

Phe advice to sell grain on the 
hoof is being. disregarded,.and the re- 
sults must tend ultimately to lessen 
and exhaust productive capacity. Ex- 
ports of breadstuffs increased from 
$91,065,380 in the previous year to 
$127,635,875 in the year under review. 
Wheat exports increased from $63,- 
748,557 to $93,425,160, which shows that 
the West is fulfilling predictions, and 
wheat flour increased from $16,867,353 
to $20,164,758, which shows that our 
power development is promoting sec- 
ondary industries. It is evident that 
immediate returns are sought more 
eagerly than perpetual fertility, and 
that the loss through the exhausting 
of farms is not being considered 
sufficiently. It is suggestive, in this 
connection, that exports of bacon and 
hams decreased from $7,322,082 to 
$5,632,957, and of butter from $2,074,- 
771 to $239,290. Cheese exports total- 
ed $20,851,367, which is but a slight 
decrease from the previous year’s 
record. These important items show 
the need of diverting effort toward 
stock-raisihg and lines of production

They come over the mountains in 
about forty “sleeps,” that is, accord- 
ing to their own way of reckoning 
forty days, and their object {s to kill 
moose and dry the meat for their 
winter’s food. These Indians live on 
moose meat exclusively. Thay do not 
use flour or grain of any kind, nothing 
but bolled moose meat. 

Physically,’ morally and mentally 
the “Good Hopc” Indians are very 
much superior to the coast or plains 
Indians. They resemble the Japan- 
ese very much, not only in their size 
and build, but also in their peculiar 
falmond-shaped eyes. They are very 
strong and sturdy and are as honest 
fas it is possible for any human be. 
ings to be. They never quarrel among 
themselves and will not barter ‘or 
trade in an; thing without the consent 
of their Chief.

LAID TO REST. 


All that-was mortal of the late 
Lord Strathcona, Canada’s Grand 
Old Man, was laid to rest beside his 
wile, after a solemn _ service in 
Westminster Abbey, Monday last. 

London, the capital of the Empire, 
paused in its busy rush to pay a 
last tribute of respect to the great 
Empire builder. 

All over the Empire the same res- 
pect was paid to the memory of the 
man’ who never ceased to work for 
the best interests of Canada. 

In Red Deer the public schools 
were ,closed, and other marks of res- 
pect paid to his memory. 


TAXATION. 


The Gity Council] has been wrest- 
ling with the question of taxation 
for the past few weeks, and many 
and diverse methods have been dis- 
cussed, but up to the time of writ- 
ing no method has been adopted 
which will raise the additional taxes 
required and so distribute them that 
they shall be borne equally by all 
the ratepayers. 

Owing to the provincial govern- 
ment’s confiscation of all hotel and 
club liquor licenses, and reduction of 
educational grants to schools, the 
city will have to be taxed about 
three thousand dollars extra for this 
alone, making 4 systeny of direct 
taxation on the ratepayer he does 
not relish. 

At the Council meeting last week 
a by-law was introduced to tax all 
businesses in the city on a rental 
basis of ten per cent. That is, if a 
person paid fifty dollars a month 
rent, or six hundred dollars a year, 
he would be taxed sixty,dollars. The 
majority of the Council voted 
against this by-law, as they contend- 
ed it was taxing the business man 
while the rest of the ratepayers got 
off free. 

The Council will now have to either 
adopt the old system of taxing im- 
provements, and perhaps a_ personal 
tax, or allow the single tax system 
to swing for another year. 

In another column H. H. Gaste 
deals briskly and somewhat forcibly 
with the question of taxation, 
strongly condemning the present sys- 
tem of single taxation. 

We agree with him in most’ of his 
contentions, and believe we must re- 
sort to the old and long tried sys- 
tem of taxing improvements. But 
Mr. Gaetz, it seems to us, advocated 
some years ago this very single tax 
he now condemns. True, it might 
have been in a somewhat different 
form, but we are glad to see he is 
now preaching sound doctrine at any 
rate, and we commend his letter to 
our readers who are interested. 


THE ABSURDITIES OF THE 
HOMESTEAD LAW. 


(Edmonton Journal, Jan. 17) 
The question of what to do 
the findings of the ranch commission 
has evidently caused a great deal of 
trouble at Ottawa. There was bound 
to be conflict between the two inter- 
involved. For a long. while 
the rancher had everything his own 
\Nway in this part of the west, but it 
is apparent that his industry has 
suffered unduly by the inroads of the 
farmer. The matter to be determin- 
ed is as to who can make the best 
use of the land. The Farm ~nd 
Ranch Review makes a_ suggestion 
which should be considered. 

“Tf ranchers contend or admit,”’ it 
says, ‘“‘that they cannot make as 
profitable use of their land as do 
small stockmen or farmers, they will 
have given their case away. Ranch- 
ing is a much more natural and

COMING FROM STATES 


Two-thirds of American Trade With 
Canada is Finished Products— 
A Change Needed 

Particulars of United States ex- 
ports to Canada as supplied in the 
Wall Stree journal recently provide 
abundant food for thought for every 
Canadian, whether of protectionist or 
free trade leanings. Accordjng to 
the figures Canada, with a population 
of less than eight millions, is a lar- 
ger purchaser of United States goods 
than any other country in the world 
with the exception of the United 
Kingdom. Imports from United 
States have doubled growing from 
216,000,000 in 1910 to 415,000,000 in 
1913. Some of tu principal items are

Most of the manufactured articles 
in which the United States trade has 
grown are protected under our pre- 
‘went tariff policy. The figures would 
Andicate however that the United 
States manufacturer, with his vast 
organization and highly specialized 
plant and enormous volume of trade, 
is still able to produce at a figure 
which discounts the average Canadian 
duty of 16 per cent. Those who 
would still further lower the tariff 
May well pause and consider whether 
they would be serving the best in- 
terests of the country by making 
Canada’s adverse balance of trade 
with the United States still greater. 
At present we must borrow money 
from England to pay for United States 
goods. Would not the financial strin- 
gency be less apparent in Canada If 
the greater part of this $415,000,000 
was spent In Canada and the money 
circulated among Canadian workmen,

HOME MARKET NEGLEGT 


A Prominent Grain Grower Complains 
—Opportunities in Calgary Market 

One of the leading officers of the 
United Farmers of Alberta in an open 
letter to his fellow-members, which 
appeared in the “Grain Growers’ 
Guide” of October 1st, makes some 
very pointed criticisms of the methods 
of some of those who are offering 
produce for sale at the Grain Growers’ 
booth in the Calgary market. After 
dealing specifically with the mistakes 
and neglect that characterize the mar- 
keting of some of the produce, he 
offers the following sane and timely 
advice:— 

“The farmer throughout Western 
Canada casts longing eyes at the dis- 
tant markets. He thinks if he could 
only get them he would make all 
kinds of money, yet here in the city 
of Calgary is a direct opportunity for 
him to use an.open market and sell 
direct to the consumer without any 
middle man, and the above stuff, 
faithfully described, is what he sends 
for exhibition on that market, Is it 
any wonder that the wholesaler and 
retailer will not accept shipments of 
Alberta stuff when they are ilable to 
be loaded up with rubbish of that kind 
as the Grain Growers’ Grain Company 
was last Saturday? With the possi- 
bility of being favored with such stuff 
as that, one cannot blame the whole- 
saler and the retailer for going away 
down to far off California, Oregon, 
Washington and British Columbia for 
stuff grown equally well or even bet- 
ter in Alberta, the only difference 
being that in those States the whole- 
saler knows he is dealing with men 
who will ship nothing but the best, 
who will put it up jn good shape and 
pack it carefully so that jt will not 
be damaged in a journey of even 
thoysands of miles, whereas, if one 
May judge from last Saturday's ex- 
hibit—but enough has already been 
said about that. If last Saturday is 
to be taken as representative of what 
Alberta farmers can do, the sooner 
the U.F.A. ceases to work for the es- 
tablishment of open markets and co 
operative distributing centres, the 
better for the reputation of the pro 
vince.”

THE SOGIAL DEMOGRATS 
ON TRADE QUESTION 


has received for his wool from 50 tO, They Contend the German Tariff Is 


Greatly in the Interests of 
Agriculture 


In Germany the social, Democrats 
or the party of the urban masses are 
the low tariff or the free trade pariy, 
88 opposed to the agriculturists who 
have protectlon in their home market 
for the food products they raise. 
According to “Country Life in Can- 
ada” in an articie published in its 
November issue, the Social Demo- 
crats are evidently of the opinion that 
the policy of protection is greatly in 
the interests of the agricultural popu- 
lation. A manifesto issued by this 
party makes a declaration that 
“The Policy (of protection) throws over 
$200,000,000 a year into tho laps of 
our agrarians at the expense of the 
non-agrarian population, Not only 
meat, but bread, butter, eggs, and 
above all, milk—the principal food 
of our children—have risen greatly in 
price already and the leaders of the 
Agrarian organizations are endeavor- 
ing to take further advantage of the 
situation to make life still harder for 
thy poor and the very poor in town 
and country.” 

The Agricultural Value 

If this is true in Canada, and the 
rise in the price of food stuffs affords 
some color of similarity, it would seem 
evident to some extent at least that 
the policy of protection has not been 
without advantage to the farmers of 
Canada, particuiarly those in mixed 
farming. The agricultural value of 
Protection seems to be further Iindi- 
cated by the fact that agriculture has 
been ruined in Great Britain under 
Free Trade. In Canada on the other 
hand it is widely admitted that Pro- 
tection benefits industrial workers as 
well as farmers. Many. political 
economists, acting on the principle 
that what is one man’s meat must be 


another man’s poison, think that Pro-: 


tection must necessarily be an: agri- 
cultural poison solely because it pro- 
yides nourishment for industry. They 
find in the growth of manufactures 
pure proof of the farmer’s ruin. That 
is as ridiculous as to say that no man 
can become rich without impovertsh- 
jng some other man; that no bullock 
in a herd can grow fat without some 
bther bullock growing thin. 

Btill, some of the wise men who do 
not believe that the farmer can really 
be prosperous, until every factory is 
closed down are Ijke Goldsmith's 
schoolmaster who even though van- 
quished could argue still. They will 
cry out triumphantly, “Show us !f you 
are able how it can ever be to the 
Yarmer’s advantage to pay $10 for an 


article which could be bought in the 


States for $9.” Putting aside the 
question, whether this article could be 
bought for $9 after the tariff wall had 
been thrown.down and the American 
trust had disposed of Canadian com- 
tition, we can consider what is the 
effect of this $10 spent in Canada un- 
fer the present system of trade regu- 
ation,

Canadian banks, the financial strength 
of which ‘immensely accelerates pbusl- 
ness, and lessens the. peril of financiai 
crises, The farmer both ‘benefits by 
this business expansion and stability 
in an indirect way through enlérged 
markets, but is also helped personally 
whenever he: desires'a loan from the 
bank. Im fact, the new banking regu- 
lations which permit loans.on farm 
lands, machinery and ‘products were 
only made possible by the prosperity 
due to the: growth of industry in Can- 
ade. This prosperity is reflected also 
in the credit, which the country enjoys 
abroad by reason of which we have 
secured ‘imménse sums of money to 
build our transportation systems. to 
carry the merchant’s goods to the far 
mers and the farmer's produce to his 
Canadian customers. 
citizen rides in a train or receives a 
letter through the post or secures 
credit at the bank he is efjoying an ad- 
vantage which the purchasing power 
of the whole country has secured for 
him. England’s merchant marine will 
always be content to transport Can- 
adian grain across the Atlantic in the 
interests of the English market, but

THE GOST OF LIVING 


The Fiscal Policy has Little Effect— 
High Prices Universal To-day 
F iam ghee | 

It is frequently asserted in these 
days, when everybody is discussing the 
high cost of living, that the country’s 
tariff policy accounts for a great part 
of the increase. Careful examination 
of the economic history of not only 
Canada and the United States, but 
also of European countries shows that 
eras of high prices have prevailed 
under low tariff and low prices under 
high tariff, as well as high prices 
under high tariff. Under certain con- 
ditions the tariff may be a factor in 
the cost of living, but as far as manu- 
facturing products ff Canada are con- 
cerned statistics do not support the 
contention that the products of tariff 
protected industries in.Canada are in- 
creasing in price. 

.In 1878 one of Canada’s pioneer 
carriage companies produced about 30 
buggies, which they sold from $160 
to $170 each. In 1911 their output was 
15,000, and they were able to offer 
the farmer a buggy at $85 that was 
vastly superior to the one they used 
to receive $170 for. In 1878 the price 
of sugar was nine cents per pound 
retail. To-day it is six or seven cents. 
Binders in 1878 sold from $275 to $300, 
while to-day the farmer is able to get 
a better binder in every respect and 
that will do the same work for $125. 
Reapers that sold for $100 in 1878 are 
retailing to-day at $60 to $65. In view 
of these facts And numerous other 
examples that could be quoted, it 
seems evident that the cost 
of living has not increased very much 
by reason of the increased cost of 
manufactured goods. en

No Trouble Finding a Job “When Y’ 
Ken Y’r Business” 


“I am going to close this letter with 
an exdmple worth while,” wrote an 
Englishman to his cousin In Canada. 
“I met a young Scotsman named 
Wilkie, hailing from Glasgow, the 
other day. Wilkie heard a lecture on 
Canada at the C.P.R. moving-picture 
show at the Glasgow Exhibition and 
became fired with Western fever. He 
landed in Winnipeg without a friend 
and with very little money. He had 
been in a piano house at home. Ar- 
rived, he applied at the McLean Rand 
Company on Portage Avenue. “What 
salary do you want?” said the man- 
ager. “It’s work I’m thinking aboot 
maist!"” says the Scot. Within an 
hour he was ripping up an old tf{n-pan 
plano which haa lost most of its 
heart and .iost of jts tone as well. 
But Wilkie went at the old rattle- 
bang-thing in a way that showed he 
knew his business, and to he brief 
he stayed with McLean and Company 
one year. Then he saw that the 
mechanical plano was coming to the 
fore, put knowing nothing of the “in- 
nards” of the machine, he took some 
of the money he had saved, went to 
Toronto, was engaged by a_ piano- 
machine factory, worked there six 
months, wert back to Winnipeg, found 
his place filled at Mac’s, walked {nto 
Lindsay’s piano house, and was taken 
on at an advance of five dollars per 
week over and above what he had 
been getting. In Wilkie’s own words: 
‘My sister came out then, she got 
work at the big Massey-Harris house, 
office work, with good pay. We took 
a comfortable flat, we live there happy 
and contentedly; we have a fine 
plano and we'll be glad to have ye’ 
call on us.’

PRINCIPAL’S REPORT.

. west Land Regulations. ‘ 


Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over. 18 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 


ta. Tho applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy. maybe made at any 
agency, 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

‘Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother_or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 


stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Must reside upon 
homostead or pre-emption six months 
in each o: six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may. enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
triuts.

From Alfred J. Klein the museum

forest pig, which have been mounted 
by F. Biaschke and placed on exhibi- 
ition, 
: “For something like fifteen yeors,” 
;says Doctor Lucas, “it was suspected 
:that the forests of Central Africa 
‘harbored some giant member of the 
‘hog family, but owing to the retiring 
‘habits of the animal it was not until 
11904 that a specimen fell into the hands 
.of a naturalist and the animal: was|“He Must Be Pretty Smart and Brave.” 
‘properly introduced to the scientific 
.world. . 

“Very little is known of this new 

‘acquisition at the museum, partly on 
taccount of the habits of the animal, 
‘which are nocturnal, and its. abode in

Steel Industry 
A Detroit despatch to The New 
York American reads: 
“When the heads of 
States Steel 


the United 
Corporation learned a 


couple of years ago that the reci- 
procity agreement which the Taft 
Administration had negotiated with 


Canada had been defeated by a refer- 
endum vote in Canada, they came to 
Detroit and picked out a spot across 
the river in Canada, where they could 
advantageously manufacture and ship 
steel, and bought it. They have begun 
work on the construction of a second 
Gary there. A Canadian city of some 
76,000 population, and named Ojibway, 
will be built up there within three or 
four years, 

“Had the weciprocity pact been rati- 
fled that city would have been on the 
American side of the Detroit River, 
the labor would have been American. 
The supplies for this labor would 
have broadened the market of the 
American farmers who opposed reci- 
procity. 

“The United States Steel Corporation 
wanted to sell its steel in Canada and 
was prevented by the Canadian tariff. 
It wanted to buy ore and raw materials 
tn Canada and was prevented by the 
American tariff. It desired the best 
facilities for shipping to Canadian 
ports and all over the world by water. 
(t had been contemplating building a 
plant on the Detroit side of the river. 
“Agents had looked over the ground 
below the city, in the vicinity of the 
big ship building plants, and had 
practically decided to buy there. The 
Detroit River forms the best harbor 
on the Great Lakes, completely shel- 
tered, yet large enough and deep 
enough to pcrmit the free passage 
and manauvring of the largest 
steamships. The steel corporation had 
its plans already made, when the 
reciprocity pact went to vote. When 
lt found there was to be no reciproc- 
Ity {t just moved across the river.”
